Two Others Resigned 
From Service During In- 
vestigation of Sensation- 
al Break for Liberty. 


GUARD K. S. VANN 
BLAMED FOR ESCAPE 


Should Have Seen Rosen- 
berg, Baughart and Mc- 
Goldrick Climb . Down 
Cellhouse Wall. 


Guard K. S. Vann. occupant of cut- 
side watch box No. 9 on the night of 
the escape of Albert Rosenberg. Basil 
Teaanghart and Fred McGoldrick from 
thy Atlanta federal penitentiary. has 
been ousted from the service of the 
penal institution as a result of, the 
investigation of the nsational es- 
eane. it was revealed Tuesday. 

Two other guards, W. U. Bowen, 
ef the wall guard. and George Wal- 
ford, stationed ih Cellhouse A, on the 
nicht of the escape. resigned from 
prison service during the investigation, 
it was learned. 

Full and complete investigation of 
the escape of the trio of inmates on the 
night of January 25 has been made by 
prison authorities, and Guard Vann’s 
release from the service followed on 
the grounds that he was “neglizent in 
not preventing the escape,” it was | 
learned. 

Of the three prisoners who dashed 
to liberty under fire from prison 
guards, after sawing a steel bar out 
of the cell’ house’ window, two have 
been recaptured, but the third, Bang- 
hart, still is. at. liberty... McGoldrick 
was taken into custody on the morn- 
ing following the escape, while Rosen- 
bers was captured in South Bend, 
Ind., after an alleged attempt to rob a 
motion picture theater, and is now 
avaiting trial in that city. 

Guard Vann Blamed. 

Investigation of circumstances sur- 
rounding the escape revealed that 
Guard Vann should have seen the trio 
of prisoners descending from tle win- 
aow in time to stop them, had he been 
looking that way. it was stated. The 
three prisoners, after climbing up the 
inside of .the cellhouse window, 
equeezed through a narrow opening 
made by removing a bar, and slid 
down the outside of the window, dash- 
ing across a _— illuminated lawn 
tv liberty. 

Guard Vann, in the corner watch 
box, caught sight of the men as they 
started running and jammed his shot- 
gun on the first shot, then tried to 
sto, the fleeing -men -with -his. revolver, 
it was stated. Prison officials, in re- 
leasing him from the service, deciared 
that he should have exercised more 
vigilance and seen the escaping men 
in time to stop them. 

Prison officials said that the in- 
vestigation revealed that Rosenberg 
was the ringleader of the escape plot, 
evolving the scheme and _ bringing 
Banghart and McGoldrick, who were 
orderlies, in with him, as they were 
said to have been in a_ pwsition to 
carry out the plan of sawing the bar 
in the window through being allowed 
freedom of the cell house as orderlies. 

Two “Lost Nerves.” 

Joseph Urbaytis, 50-year-inmate, 
end Joseph C. Lauzon, 20-year-inmate, 
who were recaptured by guards before 
they could join in the escape, were 
“let in” on the plot by the trio, and 
assigned to fourth and fifth places in 
the dash for freedom, “if they wanted 
to go,”’ it was stated. Urbaytis and 
l.auzon, losing their nerve when they 
heard Guard Vann open fire on the 
escaping trio, remained behind and 
were placed under arrest by guards, 
it was said. 

Rosenberg was serving a ten-year 
term for mail robbery, while McGold- 
rick is a three-year man for motor 
vehicle theft act violation, and Bang- 
hart Was serving two years for the 
same offense. 

Urbaytis, Lauzon and McGoldrick, 
since their recapture, have been as- 
signed to the “isolation” cell house, 
an impregnable building well within 
the prison walls, where unruly pris- 
oners and those liable to hatch escape 
plots are confined.

Both Governments Told 
U. S. Does Not Desire 
To Reopen Questions 
Settled by Treaty. 


Washington, March 15.—(#)—In- 
vitations to France and Italy to par- 
ticipate “in some manner” in the three 
power naval conference at Geneva 
were made public today at the state 
department. While similar in form 
and also in language in part, they dif- 
fered in that reply was made to. ar- 
suments advanced by each country in 


rejecting the original five-power con-. 


ference invitations. 

Assurance was given both govern- 
ments that while the United States 
had no desire to reopen questions as 
to naval limitations already settled by 
treaty, it regarded all other questrous 
as open for discussion and had no pre- 
conceived ideas as to French or Italian 
tonnage ratios in the classes of auxil- 
iary ships to be dealt with. 

French Objection Met. 

To the French suggestion that suc- 
cess of the preparatory commission at 
Geneva, organized by the League of 
Nations, might be risked by simultan- 
eous treaty negotiations between the 
naval. powers, the American note said ; 

“The government of the United 
States is of the opinion that all ap- 
propriate measures taken by the large 
naval powers cannot but contribute 
towards Sngpitating the task of the 
commission.’ 

Italy's assertion of the intite- detent 
ence of every type of armment was an- 
swered similarly that in the American 
view “limitations of: the naval branch 
of armament must greatly contribute 
in advancing the solution of the prob- 
lem as a whole.” 

Answer to Italy. 

Dealing with Italy’s suggestion that 
her geographic position and strategic 
considerations made it impossible for 
her to enter into binding agreements 
to limit naval armament without grave 
risks, the American note said: 

“It is feared there may exist some 
misapprehension regarding the terms 
of the proposal of the president of the 


United States. 

“The American government has no 
pre-conceived ideas regarding definite 
ratio for the limitation of Italian ton- 
nage in the classes (of ships) referred 
to, but regards this question as ore to 
be determined during the proposed 
conversations.” 

It was further explained to Italy 
that the Washington government be- 
lieved that partial agreement on lim- 
itation of armaments “could expose 
no power to danger from the navies of 
the powers not included in such an 
understanding, since no agreement ix 
contemplated which would not be sub- 
ject to . reconsideration or revision 
should the security, of any part to it 
be menaced by the naval program of 
a nation not inectuded in the under- 
standing.” 

Tonnage Ratio. 

In making a similar statement to 
France as to tonnage ratios, the Amer- 
ican note said it was desired to point 
out “that in the projected conversa 
tions each power would have the privi- 
lege of taking any position it thinks 
best for its own protection as a basis 
of negotiation.” 

In reply to the French fear that 
work of the preparatory commission 
might be jeopardized and authority of 
the league undermined, -the note con- 
tinued: 

“The government of the United 
States desires to emphasize the fact 
that it proposed the initiation of the 
Geneva negotiations by representatives 
of certain powers at the forthcoming 
meeting of the preparatory commission 
and is therefore of the opinion that 
far from undermining the authority of 
the League of Nations, such eonversa- 
tions as those proposed would be of 
great service to that body in an ad- 
vance toward a solution of a difficult 
problem.”

Washington, March 15-—(A@)— 
Money flowed in and out of the treas- 
ury today in perhaps the largest vol- 
ume for any day since the war, the 
turnover reaching into the billions. 

At nightfall Secretary Mellon, still 
deluged by reports from all sectiofis™ 
of the country, estimated that holders 
of at least one-third of the outstand- 
king second Liberty loan bonds had 
accepted in place of those -securities, 
which fall due next year, the latest 
offering of five-year treasury. notes. 

Likewise Mr. Mellon was confident 
that his estimate of © $600,000,000 
would be good for the total of income 
tax collections for the first quarter 
of the year which were due today. 

General optimism prevailed at the 
treasury over the acceptance of its 
proposal for meeting the second Lib- 
erty loan issue, the first of the world 
war bond issues to come due. 

More than %3,000,000,000 of these 
bonds which bear 4 1-4 per cent in- 
terest had to be met in 1928, and if 
a good portion of them are converted 
into the five-year notes, the treasury 
will have that much longer in which 
to retire this hug@ sum. 

While the new treasury notes bear 
only 3 1-2 per cent interest this rate 
is above ‘hat of other current gov- 
ernment issues and holders of the 
4 1-4 per cent bond stood liable to 
have their bends called in by next 
fall. 

The tonds also were selling on the 
market today at slightly above par 
but in return for this the goyern- 
ment has agreed to pay interest until 
May 15 on bonds conyerted now. 

Interest in the first ineome tax 
returns for the year extended to the 
white house and the capitol as these 
figures are cxpected to give che 
gauge of t-.e prosp@etive tax reduc- 
tion in sight for next winter, 

If the $600,000,000 estimated total 
holds good this will be almost $100,- 
000,000 more than was received on 
this date » year-ago when the ef- 
fect of new revenue law with its re- 
duced rates first was felt and will 
assure a comfortable margin for the 
government to be available for anoth- 
er tax pruning. 

The treasury also was busy today 
meeting the payment of $660,000,000 
in treasury notes dated May 15, 1925, 
fell due today. To meet this 
Secretary Mellon sold $450,-

INCOME TAX GASt 
PAYMENTS RIGHER 


Local Revenue Office 
Shows 20 Per Cent In- 
crease in Cash Received 
This Year Over Last. 


Georgians paid Uncle Sam approxi- 
mately 20 percent more-cash on their 
income taxes this year than last, it 
became known late’ Tuesday as the 
books closed and the totals were 
summed up by J. T. Rose, collector 
of internal revenue for Georgia. 

Income taxes collected and _ de- 
posited from March 1-to March 15, in- 
clusive, at the local office totaled $2,- 
026,728.88, while approximately $20,- 
000 is yet undeposited, it was stated. 
Although cash returns on income taxes 
were far better than in previous years, 
there are 25 per cent of those liable 
for federal income taxes who failed 
to make returns by Tuesday, accord- 
tag to Mr. Rose. 

Tuesday was the last day for mak- 
ing city,.county and federal returfis, 
while those unfortunates who let the 
day slip by without accounting for 
their worldly effects will be faced 
with a payment of a penalty of 25 
per cent provided by tax laws. Thou- 
saids who failed to get in their re- 
turns are subject to the penalty, it 
was porated out. 

City hall, county court house and 
federal building were scenes of fevered 
activity Tuesday as hundreds of tardy 
citizens rushed in on the last day to 
get in their returns before the books 
closed a'tad the penalty went into 
effect. 

The last possible bit of grace for 
delinquent income tax returns expired 
at midnight Tuesday, when some of 
the “last-minutes” crowd managed to 
get in their returns in time to catch 
the March 15 cancellation stamp at 
the postoffice.

TO USE ALL POWER 
TOHALT FLOGEINGS 


Walker’s Statement. Fol- 
lows Appeal of Christian 
Council To Take Action 
To Curb Mob Activities. 


Governor Clifford Walker Tuesday 
announced his willingness to take any 
action in his power to: curb activities 
of flogging bands in Georgia in an- 
swer to an appeal made Monday by the 
Atlanta Christian council in connec- 
tion with recent activities of masked 
mobs in Toombs, Treutlen and Mont 
gomery counties. 

“It is my purpose to inform the | 
Christian council of Atlanta that I am | 
ready to take any legal steps within 
my power to put a stop to the depre- 
dations of masked mobs,” the goyr- 
ernor said. 

“I have used all means at my dis- 
posal tp bring about a eessation of 
such activities. I. have called on eir- 
cuit court judges, solicitors and the 
sheriffs to use utmost diligence in’ 
bringing guilty persons to justice. I 
have virtually exhausted funds at my 
disposal to be offered for rewards and 
I am willing to take any further 
steps in my power to wipe out this 
evil.” 

The action of the Christiah council 
Monday followed an expose of condi- 
tions in the three middle Geergia coun- 
ties by a staff correspondent in The 
Constitution of Sunday. 

The governor said Georgia had 
made a splendid record during the last 
year in bringing about convictions of 
men engaged in mob activities, and 
he expressed ‘the hope that citiznes of 
the counties in which masked mobs 
have been operating will get together 
and eradicate the evil.

“CAN’T RECEIVE MARSINO,” SAYS WARDEN SNOOK ss: 


Though Formally Freed 


Joseph Marsino, recently released 
inmate of the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary, who gerved a term on charges 
of violation of the national banking 
act, will arrive in Atlanta under guard 
at 8 o'cléck this morning from Chi- 
cago, on the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, according to a telegram r:- 
ceived Tuesday by Warden John W. 
Snook of the federal _ prison. 

Warden Snook said that he was at 


a loss to account for Marsino’s return 
to Atlanta, as he was released from 


the federal sentence in Chicago at the 
expiration of his term, Marsino being 
in Chicago at the time on a writ of 
habeas corpus ad testificandum as a 
witness in a case in that city. 

The federal penitentiary cannot re- 
ceive Marsind back into ifs custody 
as hé has already been released at the 
expiration of sentence and the prison 
has no papers on which it can receive 
and hold him, Warden Snook said. 

An extradition fight te carry Mar- 
sino back to Massachusetts from Chi- 
cago failed recently when Governor 
Small. of Llinois, refused.to honor the 


jeopardy for the same crime, the fe]l- 
eral sentence and the state case grow- 
ing out of the same alleged offense. 

It was regarded as probable that 
the move to bring Marsino back to 
Atlanta is an effort on the part of 
Massachusetts authorities to extradi-re 
him from this state on the failure of 
the Chicago extradition proceedings, 
though Warden Snook had no inform:- 
tion as to this.

Canada Editor 
Found Guilty 
Of Blasphemy 


Declared Jehovah Was 
“Irate Old Party” Given 
to Whims and Fancies. 


Toronto, Ont., Mareh 15.—(United 
News.)—Because he published an ar- 
ticle in the Christian Inquirer declar- 
ing that the God of the Bible “pre- 
ferred the savory smell of roast cut- 
lets to the odors of boiled cabbage,” 
Ernest V. Sterry has been found 
guilty of blasphemous libel and faces 
a sentence to jail under an ancient 
British statute making it a crime to 
criticize the Christian God. 


A jury convicted Sterry after de- 
liberating only 25 ‘minutes Tuesday 
afternoon and on Wednesday he will 
be haled before Judge Coatsworth in 
the sessions to receive his sentence. 

Although the house of commons in 
London was considering a bill to 
abolish’ blasphemy ag a crime at about 
the same time a jury was finding 
Sterry guilty, it is believed here that 
the verdict will set a new and im- 
portant precedent in Canada. 

Sterry’s defense in the unique case 
was that he was merely attempting to 
liberalize public ‘opinion and that he 
thought his article would clear the 
controversy over the personality of the 
Deity. 

The part of Sterry’s article on 
which the charge was based read as 
follows: 

“The God of the Bible is depicted 
as one who walked in the Garden of 
Eden, talked with a woman. cursed 
a snake, sewed skins together for 
clothes, preferred the savory smell 
of roast cutlets to the odors of boil-4 
cabbage, who sat in a burning bush 
or popped out from behind the rocks. 
This irate. old party, who thunders 
imprecations from the mountains, or 
mutters of grouches in the tabernacle, 
and whom “Moses finds so hard to 
tame, in his paroxysms of rage has 
massacred hundreds of: thousands of 
his own people, and would often have 
slaughtered the whole lot if cunning 
old Moses kadn’t kept reminding ‘him 
of what the Egyptians might say 
about it.’ 

“This touchy Jehovah, whom the 
deluded superstitionists claim to be 
the creator of the whole universe. 
makes one feel utter contempt for 
the preachers and unfeigned pity for 
the mental stat: of those who can re- 
tain a serious countenance as they 
peruse the stories of. his peculiar 
whims, freaks and fancies, and his 
frenzied megalomaniac boastings.”

Seeking complete exoneration of anv 
liability for the crash of the Bankers’ 
Trust company, L. R. Adams, one of 
four co-defendant officials of the le- 
funct bank organization, now on trial 
in Unitec States district court on mail 
fraud charges, took the witness stand 
in his own defense Tuesday as the 
last of the defendants scheduled to 
testify. 

Trial of the case entered its final 
stages with Mr. Adams on the witness 
stand, with conclusion of the trial ex- 
pected to occur late this week or early 
next week.

Those fortunate persons who are 
able to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of their marriage are few even 
in these days of increased longevity 
statistics but to live these fifty years 
on one farm and to have reared a 
family and supported it all these years 
with the food and revenue derived 
solely from this farm is the unique 
record of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Hud- 
gins, who live three miles south of 
Decatur in DeKalb county. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hudgins celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary Tuesday, March 
15, having been married on March 
15, 1878. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hudgins celebrated | 


jointly their golden wedding anni- 
versary and the forty-ninth anniver- 
sary of their occupation of their pres- 
ent fifty-acre farm, having lived the 
first year of their marriage on an- 
other farm in the same neighborhood. 
Their children and grandchildren as 
well as neighbors and close friends 
joined in the celebration which was 
featured by a picinic dinner spread 
in the yard of the old family home- 
place. 

During this half century Mr. and 
Mrs. Hudgins have watched the big 
varade of events pass by in happi- 
mess and serenity. Eleven’ children 
were born of the marriage, nine of 
whom are living. For the entire fifty 
years of his married life Mr. Hudgins 
has-been a subscriber to The Consti- 
tution and is one of the oldest sub- 
seribers on the rolls of this newspa- 
per.

It has become a 
religion with lawyers that “it is bet- 
ter that ninety and nine guilty men 
should escape rather than that one 
introcent man should be unjustly -con- 
demned,” and in their resolute adher-

The following is summarized from information obtained partly by cable, from Dr. Estacio Coimbra, Governor of the State, and 
from other sources: 


Pernambuco, the most easterly of the north Atlantic states of Brazil, has an area about 
equal to that of New York State and a population of over 2,300,000. It is first of the 
Brazilian states in the export of sugar, corn, vegetable oils, and second in hides and skins, raw wool and cotton. 
The capital and largest city is Recife (Perfambuco), which has a population of about 350,000 and is the third sea- 
port in importance in Brazil, ranking after Rio de Janeiro and Santos. About 1,600 vessels enter the Port each 
year. 


Securityg These bonds will be the direct obligation of the State of Pernambuco, and will be specifically secured 
~~~ “by (a) first lien and charge on the payment by the Federal Government of Brazil to thé State in respect 
of a 2% gold tax on imports through the Port of Pernambuco; (b) first lien and charge on the net revenues of the 
Port; and (c) lien and charge on the export taxes of the State subject only to an existing charge of $291,996 per 
annum.

Rev- 
enues have increased by more than 50% since 1921 and in the five-year period ending 
December 31, 1926, total revenues exceeded expenditures. The surplus has been employed largely in productive 
enterprises. The total debt of the State at December 31, 1926, amounted to $13,980,274, of which $8,590,339 was 
external debt. The State formally declares that it has at all times regularly met the service on its external debt, 
which now consists of two 5% loans of 1905 and 1909. 


A law of the Federal Government, passed in December, 1926, provides for the establishment of Brazilian currency 
on a gold basis, the milreis to have a value of about $0.1197 gold. 


State of Pernambuco: 


Conversions into dollars from Brazilian currency have been made at the rate of 12 cents to the milreis, 
which is approximately the current rate of exchange.

Besides, some central Iili- 
nois winter crop acreage that was cut 
out by too much wet weather last 
autumn is now being seeded to spring 
wheat. Bears also gave wide circula- 
tion to alvices of unprecedented dif- 
ficulty at present in regard to get- 
ting shipment instructions for flour 
on hand at mills or elsewhere await- 
ing distribution. 

Corn developed competitive strength. 
There was a ‘decided falling off in 
arrivals here and country offerings 
were meager with roads in bad con- 
dition. Oats followed corn. 

Provisions met with profit taking 
sales after an advance due to strength 
of cottonseed oil, use of which in 
February was reported as the largest 
on record.
